BY-LAW NO. 6. 

A By-Law to expropriate certain property in 
the town of Edmonton. 

WHEREAS it is expedient that Queen street 
and Jasper avenue, two of the streets of the 
town of Edmonton, should be opened, changed 
and extended by adding thereto the parcel of 
land hereinafter particularly described, and that 
the said parcel of land should be taken and ex- 
propriated for that purpose ; 

HEREFORE the Mayor and Council of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton in 
council duly assembled, enact as follows :

said point of intersection; thence Westerly 
along the said Northerly limit of Jasper Avenue 
32 and 4 feet ; thence Rasterly ina direct line 
to the place of beginning; containing by ad- 
egies 107 and % square feet more or 
ess. 

2. The said municipality hereby requires that 
any dispute arising between the municipality 
and any party or parties interested in the said 
lands hereby taken and expropriated, shall be 
settled by arbitration pursuant to the municipal 
ordinance.

The 
circular comes frém New York and is, tio doubt, 
one of the numerous sawdust swindles frequent- 
ly heard of, The dealers offer to sell counter- 
feit United States bills for a small proportionate 
aniount of good money, The buyer must go to 
New York to make the purchase, On arrival 
there the deal is made and the buyer gets what 
he supposes is a bargain in counterfeit money, 
but which is really enly rubbish. He cannot 
turn the law on the dealer, for he himself is in 
danger for having attempted to purchase count- 
feit money, while the swindler is not in danger 
us a counterfeiter for he did not sell any count- 
erfeit money. The circular states that the dif- 
ference between the counterfeit bills @nd the 
genuine cannot be detected. It should strike 
anyone that if this statement is correct the 
dealer has nothing to gain by selling such per- 
fect counterfeits for genuine bills, and that if it 
is not correct the word of the man who makes 
it is not to be trusted. If, indeed, a man would 
not be a fool who would, wader any circum- 
stances, trust the word of a confessed counter- 
feiter. At the same time, the fact that such 
letters are written, and that men are engaged 
in the business, proves that they do catch suck- 
ers with their unbaited hook.
